Confiscate Pirate 
Ship Equipment 

ROTTERDAM —Dutch police of- 
ficials have confiscated the trans- 
mission equipment of former Dutch 
pirate radio station Veronica. The 
equipment was aboard the ship An- 
gela in the harbor of Ridderkerk, 
near Rotterdam. 

The confiscation, said to be “a 
precaution,” was ordered by public 
Prosecutor J.M.C. Pieters, of Am- 
Sierdam. 

The ship was previously called 
Mebo-] and was the supply ship of 
former Dutch pirate station Radio 
Noordzee, which broadcast from 
Mebo-2. The Noortizee transmission 
equipment was put under seal by 
Dutch authorities two years ago. 

Owners of both ships are Erwin 
Meister and Edwin Bollier from 
Switzerland. Recently they said they 
had sold Mebo-2 to an unnamed Af- 
fican country (Billboard, Nov. 13). 
But according to the public prose- 
cutor the confiscation of the Veron- 
ica equipment was the result of 
strong rumors that Meister and Bol- 
lier intended helping Sylvain Tack,

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This graph shows the daily variation in App: the Fredericksburg index of geomagnetic/ 
auroral disturbance in the Earth's magnetic field. High values of the A index usually 
result from a heavy influx of electrically charged particles into the upper atmosphere 
following certain types of solar disturbances, The severe medium-wave signal 
absorption produced by one of these events is most intense inhigher latitudes and affects 
high frequency MW signals less than those on lower channels. Values of A above about 
20 are inevitably associated with heavy signal absorption along TA and TP paths; very 
high values (above say 40) are usually accompanied by D and E-region blanketing over 
North America and Europe; on such a night reception from the south is favored. The 
maximum absorption for some events may be delayed a few days after the geomagnetic 
disturbance or may occur immediately. Extended periods of low geomagnetic/auroral 
activity are necessary but not sufficient to guarantee excellent high latitude reception 
throughout the MW band; other ionospheric effects such as sporadic E and the winter 
anomaly may mask what would otherwise be excellent cx following prolonged quiet.

MOTHBALL MEMORIES. 

I have several EKKO stamps in my album that lack corrab- 
orative backup - several long-since extinct such as WNBO, Washington, PA 
WOAX, Trenton, NJ, WEBW Beloit, WI & others. I have better than 500 of 
these stamps, a collection amassed from early 1925 until the Fall of 1932. 
When it became apparent that the hobby was on the wane, I decided to just 
collect the verie cards and letters from the stations themselves. The 
stamps were among other things, a victem of the Depression, and they were 
discontinued about 1934 or 1935 as I recall. A few stations did collect 
a large supply of them in advance, and I remember I got one free in 1948 
from WRVA in Richmond, VA when I reported them from Socorro, NM. As the 
Watertown article reported too, several stations used to have their own 
verification stamps, I believe each a different color, for those report- . 
ing as many times. After the tenth stamp you were awarded a certificate 
of some kind. How different from today when we have to struggle to get a 
single verie! The KFI stamp depicted in the article is indeed very pret- 
ty. It shows the old Parckeré car radiator from enclosing a beautiful 
light and dark blue and green scene of southern California orange groves. 
The EKKO Company also handled several kinds of radio equipment and acces- 
sories including ready-made antennas, and they also had a metal strip for 
your antenna to be placed so that the weight of the window would not in- 
jure the wire. Also a ground clamp for the ground wire when connected 
to a radidtor or water pipe to insure better contact. THE END. 

For what it's worth, your Editor, ERC, still uses such a 
“window sleeve" on his outdoor antenna!
